BENJAMIN IDE WHEELER 

RESIGNS FROM PRESIDENCY 


President Benjamin Ide Wheeler of 
the University of California has made 
public his intention of retiring from 
the presidency on July 15, 1919, fol¬ 
lowing the meeting of the Board of 
Regents held in San Francisco, Feb¬ 
ruary 11. President Wheeler letter 
to the Regents Is as follows: 

To the Regents of the University of 
California—My Dear Associates and 
Friends: On the 15th of July next I 
shall not only have reached the usual 
age of retirement, but shall have 
also completed approximately twenty 
years of service in the University of 
California. 

These have been years of abundant 
opportunity and of much plain satis¬ 
faction, but with the growth and ex¬ 
pansion of the university they have 
involved heavy burdens and fast- 
shifting solicitudes. The coming days 
promise only heavier burdens and levy 
their demands for increasing vigor. I 
appreciate with all my heart the un¬ 
varying confidence you and your 
predecessors have reposed in me and 
the sturdy support you have always 
given me. No one understands better 
than I do myself the inadequacy of 
any service I have been able to ren¬ 
der, but I have honestly done my best. 
I am sure therefore that I shall not 
be esteemed to be quitting my task, 
if I ask you to give me your blessing 
and let me go. This is my resigna¬ 
tion of the presidency, to take effect 
on the above-named date.

The U. S. Draws the Line 


Labor organizations in the United States or in any other country are 
entirely legitimate. The only way in which the worker can meet his prob¬ 
lems is through organization. Labor unions shield him from commercial 
greed, protect his rights and secure his privileges. Nothing can be said 
against the conservative and prudenj labor union and much can be said in 
its favor. 

It is the wild labor agitator for whom there is neither room nor place 
in a free country. His mission is the bringing of discontent and dis¬ 
organization, and the methods which he upholds are too often the defiance 
of law and destruction of property. 

The United States Government is in full understanding and sympathy 
with the labor organizations. In every important difference between capital 
and labor the Government appoints a commission to confer with the labor 
unions and consider the needs and grievances of the workers. 

But the Government’s answer to the work of the labor agitators is 
prompt and clear. It was, at the beginning of the Seattle strike, the ship¬ 
ment of fifty-four agitators and Bolsheviks East for immediate deportation. 

These men find their interests in the hope of a general upheaval. Under 
pretense of sympathy for the worker, this is what they advocate. The proper 
place for them is an east-bound train carrying them to an east-bound 
steamer.

If we would 
use our funds for constructive work, 
such as correcting physical defects in 
the children, giving theni healthful 
recreation, and making sflP that they 
were having sufficient nourishment to 
be normal individuals, we would have 
far less to spend for State institutions, 
jails, home for the blind, the feeble¬ 
minded, the insane, etc. 

These we must have, and while we 
permit the present waste in human 
energy, we do not begrudge these in¬ 
stitutions the appropriations they ask 
for. They are but the result of our 
present methods. 

We are a young State, and yet the 
biennial appropriation for the support 
of our insane asylums is alone $6,000,- 
000 . 

Ten years ago, the same appropria¬ 
tion was approximately $2,500,000. 

This is, to say the least, poor busi¬ 
ness. Why not conserve our children, 
and, if need be, aid their parents to 
understand American standards? The 
need is great. W’hen will the public 
co-operate for a sane method of ac¬ 
complishment? 

The most important work of the 
Public Health Service is a vigorous 
campaign of publicity and education 
In the interest of public health, to 
make the community realize that the 
most expensive thing in the world is 
ill health, expensive alike to the in¬ 
dividual, the State, the nation and the 
race.

If you were called in as arbitrator, 
how would you decide between Louis 
Genochio and Carl Muller, both of 
Redwood City, who nearly came to 
blows after a heated wordy battle 
over the payment of a wager on the 
outcome of the recent European un¬ 
pleasantness? 

It seems that shortly after the out¬ 
break of the war and long before the 
United States became involved in the 
conflict, Genochio and Muller had an 
argument over the result of the war.

Last Friday morning Genochio went 
to Muller’s tailor shop and asked Mul¬ 
ler to make good the bet. Muller re¬ 
plied that he had not lost, as Russia 
—one of the allies—-was the first to 
sue for peace. At this Genochio be¬ 
came angry and a heated altercation 
followed. Finally, Genochio walked 
out on the sidewalk in front of the 
tailor shop and publicly challenged 
Muller to come outsde and fight. A 
crowd collected, and Genochio was 
finally pacified and persuaded to de¬ 
sist in his efforts to settle the argu-1 
ment according to the rules laid down 
by the Marquis of Queensberry. 

Subsequently, it seems Muller sent 
word to Genochio that he still con¬ 
sidered he had not lost the bet but 
to avoid further trouble was willing 
to give him a check for $50. Geno¬ 
chio was threatening to take legal j 
proceedings against Muller to collect 
the bet, but it is now believed the 
matter will be settled out of court to 
the satisfaction of both parties con¬ 
cerned.
